her entire career may be measured within the span of a child’s life, Saskatoon 
possesses no history in the accepted sense. Nine years ago, there was practi¬ 
cally nothing where she now stands—a beautiful, highly modern city of over 
27,000 prosperous people. Much less than nine years ago, her name was 
scarcely known. To-day, it is everywhere familiar as a household word. 

Then, what wrought this modern miracle? Nothing save the indomitable faith 
of the courageous few in those recent-remote days,—a faith which, as some potent 
spell, touched into active life natural advantages of very exceptional character and 
raised them from obscurity into intelligent daylight, so that others saw,—and seeing, 
profited by.

A sprinkling of rude shacks dotted upon a raw prairie and housing merely 113 sanguine 
souls. One wretched railroad over which a most miserable mixed passenger and freight 
train came and went upon no schedule, but merely as convenience dictated. One tiny 
single-room school; no streets, no sidewalks; neither sewers nor waterworks; no light, 
no newspapers, no telephone,—in fact, nothing that bore the faintest semblance of simplest 
comfort.
